TO  THE  CHAIRI.IiK  aND  LEE-JEERS  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 

iiadam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  on  the  public  health  and  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  Rural  District  of  Gods tone  in  the  year  1962. 

The  Report  is  drawn  up  generally  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  I. inis  try  of  Health,  as  indicated  in  Circular  1/63,  and  contains  the 
information  requested  in  the  Public  Health  Officers’  Regulations,  1 95 9 • 

Apart  from  fairly  widespread  prevalence  of  influenza  in  the  very  early 
part  of  the  year  and  the  occurrence  of  a circumscribed  outbreak  of  bacilliary 
dysentery  in  the  Lingfield  area,  there  w as  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious 
illness  in  the  Rural  District  in  1962.  In  fact,  the  case  rates  for  the 
notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  generally  very  low,  and  especially  so 
as  regards  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs. 

In  the  field  of  active  prevention,  it  is  gratifying  to  record  satisfactory 
and,  in  some  instances,  increased  rates  of  acceptance  of  protective  inoculation 
against  the  ever-widening  range  of  diseases  for  which  effective  immunising 
agents  are  now  available.  A noteworthy  advance  was  the  introduction,  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  of  an  oral  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis  which,  apart 
from  ease  of  administration,  has  important  advantages  from  the  epidemiological 
and  irrmuno logical  poinst  of  view. 

In  most  respects  the  various  statistical  rates  for  the  year  compare 
favourably  with  those  recently  recorded  in  the  Rural  District  and  with  those  for 
the  country  as  a whole.  The  recorded  birth  rate  of  1 6 . 6 has  only  once  been 
exceeded  in  the  past  fifteen  years  though,  as  compared  with  1961,  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  mortality  of  very  young  infants  and  in  the  proportion 
registered  as  stillborn.  The  rise  in  the  general  death  rate  to  12.0  has  no 
important  significance  and  was  in  the  main  due  to  higher  mortality  from 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  particularly  amongst,  very  elderly 
persons;  the  adjusted  death  rate  of  10.9  compares  with  11.9  for  England 
and  Wales.  . . 

With  regard  to  the  other  principal  cause  of  death,  it  is  of  interest 
to  note  that  there  was  no  appreciable  increase  in  the  mortality  ascribed 
to  cancer  and  malignant  disease  and  that  there  was,  in  fact,  a small  reduction 
in  the  number  of  fatal  cases  of  lung  cancer.  The  latter  form  of  malignant 

disease  is  to  some  extent  preventable,  in  the  light  of  the  established 
statistical  association  between  smoking  and  lung  cancer,  and  attention  has 
accordingly  been  directed  to  the  preventive  aspect  of  the  matter.  Following 
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the  publication  of  the  Report  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on  "Smoking 
and  Health" , the  Surrey  County  Council  promoted  an  intensive  publicity 
campaign  to  focus  the  attention  of  young  audiences  on  the  health  hazards 
of  excessive  cigarette  smoking.  This  was  carried  out  by  a suitably  staffed 
and  equipped  Lobile  Unit  which  visited  some  of  the  senior  schools  and  youth 
clubs  in  the  Rural  District.  The  Rural  District  Council  participated  by 
meeting  the  cost  of  visits  by  the  Unit  to  organised  adult  audiences  not 
covered  by  the  County- Council1  s programme.*  ' The  value  of  the  campaign  was 
somewhat  limited  by  the  very  small  number  of  centres  it  was  possible  to 
visit  and  by  the  brevity  of  the  visit  to  each  centre*  Nevertheless,  it  was 
generally  agreed  that  a useful  beginning  had  been  made  in  a novel  method 
of  health  education  and  that  the  experience  so  gained  would  be  helpful  in 
the  planning  of  similar  and  extended  campaigns  in  the  future. 

It  was  not  necessary  in  1962  to  exercise  the  powers  conferred  by  Section 
47  of  the  Rational  Assistance  Act,  1948,  to  secure  the  compulsory  removal  to 
hospital  or  other  suitable  premises  of  persons  who  were  not  being  properly 
cared  for  in  their  own  homes.  Two  cases  in  which,  it  was  thought  such  action 
might  be  considered  were  fully  investigated,  but  did  not  satisfy  the  conditions 
necessary  to  warrant  compulsory  removal.  One  of  the  persons  concerned  was 
eventually  persuaded  to  accept  institutional  care  in  a mental  hospital  end 
the  other  was  enabled  to  achieve  and  maintain  a reasonable  standard  of  personal 
care  and  cleanliness  of  her  surroundings  with  the  help  afforded  by  various 
official  and  voluntary  domiciliary  services. 

Brief  reference  is  made  to  the  routine  activities  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  in  connection  with  the  measures  taken  to  ensure  a satisfactory 
standard  of  purity  and  quality  of  ‘.rater,  milk  and  food  supplies,  sanitary 
inspection,  duties  under  the  Factories  Acts,  scavenging  and  cleansing, 
disinfection  and  disinfestation,  supervision  of  caravans  and  camping  sites 
and  other  matters  having  a direct  bearing  on  environmental  hygiene  and  the 
prevention,  of  disease  and  ill-health. 

I again  gratefully  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  Chairman  and 
1 embers  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the  support  and  consideration 
they  have  kindly  extended  to  me  throughout  the  year.  Ly  sincere  thanks 
are.  due  also  to  Dr.  A.H.Scwell,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  to  the 
medical  practitioners  in  the  district  for  their  willing  assistance  and 
close  co-operation  in  all  measures  directed  to  the  promotion  of  the  public 
health.'

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The  resident  population  of  the  Rural  District  of  Godstone  at  mid-year, 
1962,  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  to  be  40,940.  This  represents 
a population  increment  of  970,  or  2.4  per  cent,  in  the  preceding  twelve 
months,  of  which  189  is  attributable  to  natural  increase  (i.e.  the  number 
by  which  the  live  births  outnumbered  the  total  deaths)  and  7&1  to  migration 
into  the  area.  The  estimated  population  gains  under  both  headings,  and 
more  especially  that  ascribed  to  migration,  are  much  smaller  than  usual. 

The  preliminary  analysis  of  the  population  as  enumerated  at  the  1961 
Census  gives  the  total  population  of  the  Rural  District  as  40,229,  composed 
of  18,711  males  and  21,514  females,  i.e.  a ratio  of  1 : 1.14*  There  were 
11 ,954  private  households  with  a population  of  36,825  persons.  The  overall 
density  of  population  was  0.8  persons  per  acre;  the  density  of  individual 
Civil  Parishes  ranged  from  0.1  in  Titsey  to  2.2  in  Ox ted. 

The  recorded  birth  rate  of  16.6  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident 
population  is  0.3  above  that  for  1 961  and  appreciably  exceeds  the  annual 
average  of  14*8  in  the  preceding  ten  years.  When  adjusted  in  the  prescribed 
manner  for  the  purposes  of  comparison,  the  recorded  birth  rate  is  advanced  to 
17.0,  which  compares  with  a rate  of  18,0  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The 
illegitimacy  rate  of  48  per  1 ,000  live  births  is  also  much  greater  than 
usual,  but  falls  below  the  national  figure  of  66. 

The  advance  in  the  birth  rate  in  1 962  was  accompanied  by  an  increase 
in  the  proportion  of  infants  registered  as  stillborn.  The  stillbirth  rate 
of  18.6  per  1,000  total  births  was  not,  however,  above  the  annual  average 
for  the  Rural  District  and  did  not  greatly  exceed  the  corresponding  rate 
of  18.1  for  England  and  Tales  in  the  same  period.  There  was  also  a small 
increase  in  the  rate  of  mortality  of  new-born  infants.  Of  the  17  babies 
who  died  in  thc-ir  first  year,  13  failed  to  survive  for  one  week,  including 
9 who  died  within  a fev/  hours.  Nine  of  the  infant  deaths  were  attributed 
to  congenital  debility  and  malformation,  three  to  prematurity,  two  to 
birth  injuries  and  the  remaining  three  to  inter-current  infections.  The 
relatively  high  mortality  from  congenital  defects  was  not,  so  far  as  is 
known,  connected  with  the  administration  of  sedative  drugs  in  the  early 
months  of  pregnancy.  Tith  one  exception  all  the  infant  deaths  occurred 
in  hospital. 
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The  general  death  rate  of  12.0  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident 
population  compares  with  11.1  in  1961  and  an  annual  average  rate  of  11. 9 
in  the  preceding  ten  years.  When  adjusted  for  comparison,  the  local  rate 
is  reduced  to  10.9,  which  is  1.0  below  the  national  figure. 

Roughly  one-half  of  the  total  deaths  were  attributed  to  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulation,  including  affections  of  the  blood  vessels  of 
the  brain.  This  proportion  is  not  unduly  high,  having  regard  to  the  age 
group  constitution  of  the  population  of  the  Rural  District  and  to  the  fact 
that  many  deaths  included  under  this  heading  were  attributed  to  terminal  and 
degenerative  heart  conditions  occurring  in  association  with  senility.  It  is 
of  interest  to  note  that,  although  there  was  no  overall  advance  in  mortality 
from  coronary  disease  and  angina,  there  was  a very  sharp  relative  increase 
in  the  number  of  females  dying  from  these  causes,  with  corresponding, 
reduction  in  the  number  of  males  affected. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  and  malignant  disease, 
which  accounted  for  roughly  one-sixth  of  the  total,  was  not  appreciably 
higher  than  in  recent  years.  As  regards  the  organs  affected  it  is  of 
interest-  to  record  that,  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  there  was  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  fatal  cases  of  cancer  of  the  lung.  This 
represented  a mortality  rate  (adjusted)  of  0.31,  which  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  National  rate  of  0.51. 

The  number  of  fatal  road  accidents  was  rather  less  than  in  either  of 
the  two  preceding  years.  This  applied  also  to  death  by  suicide.  Of  the 
17  fatalities  from  other  accidental  causes,  5 resulted  from  injuries 
sustained  by  elderly  persons  in  accidental  falls,  4 from  drowning,  2 from 
inhalation  of  stomach  contents,  2 from  coal  gas  poisoning  and  the  remainder 
from  miscellaneous  forms  of  accident  and  misadventure. 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  no  mortality  was  ascribed  to  pregnancy 
or  child  bearing. 

The  numbers  of  deaths  assigned  to  other  specified  causes  are  set  out 
in  Table  III.  They  do  not  differ  greatly  from  those  recorded  in  the  Rural 
District  in  recent  years  and  do  not  indicate  unusual  or  excessive  mortality 
from  any  particular  cause  or  significant  association  with  occupation  or 


environment.

Provision  of  Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation 

The  provision  of  hospital  accommodation  for  the  isolation  and 
treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  the  responsibility  of  the' 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  Patients  from  the  Godstone  Rural  District 
are  admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Bletchingley,  if  . 
the  required  accommodation  and  facilities  are  available;  otherwise, 
they  arc  sent  to  isolation  hospitals  in  other  parts  of  the  Hospital 
Region.  The  disposal  to  different  hospitals  of  the  cases  notified 


during  the  year  was  as  follows : - 

Godstone  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  9 cases 
Queen  Mary’ s Hospital  for  Children,  Carshalton  4 cases 
Redhill  General  Hospital  1 case 
Warlingham  Park  Hospital  1 case 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Great  Ormond  Street  1 case 


Uncomplicated  cases  of  the  commoner  infections,  such  as  measles, 
mumps  and  whooping  cough,  are  not  usually  accepted,  unless  recommended 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  grounds  that  the  patient  cannot 
be  satisfactorily  isolated  and  treated  at  home;  several  such  cases  were 
admitted  to  hospital  during  thm  year. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 

Table  IV  shows  the  numbers  of  the  various  notifiable  infectious 
diseases,  other  than  tuberculosis,  recorded  in  the  area  during  the 
calendar  year,  classified  according  to  the  age  of  the  patient,  together 
with  the  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  and  the  total  deaths  from 
each  disease. 

The  prevalence  of  the  various  notifiable  infectious  diseases  is 
reviewed  below.

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No  confirmed  case  of  small -pox  was  notified  in  the  Rural  District 
in  1962.  One  suspected  case  was  examined  and  investigated,  'with  negative 
results.  Seventeen- local- residents  who.  were,  believed  to  have  been  in 
contact  with  known  cases  of  small -pox,  either" in  'this  country  or  abroad, 
were  visited  and  kept  under  close  surveillance  for  the  prescribed  period. 

The  five  notified  cases  of  scarlet  fever  represent  an  exceptionally 
low  rate  of  prevalence,  though  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  several 
very  mild  and  transient  cases  escaped  detection  and  notification. 

There  were  relatively  few  cases  of  'whooping  cough  and  these  were,  in 
the  main,  confined  to  the  Oxtcd  and  Lingfield  areas.  The  illness  was 
generally  mild  in  type  and  free  from  complications,  especially  so  in  children 
who  had  previously  had  protective  inoculations. 

Following  the  widespread  prevalence  of  measles  in  the  early  part  of 
the  previous  year,  the  number  of  cases  in  1962  was  very  small,  even  for  a 
non-epidemic  year.  Lost  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  late  Autumn  and  were 
widely  scattered  in  geographical  distribution. 

The  number  of  notified  cases  of  pneumonia  was  very  much  smaller  than 
in  1961 -and  someTwhat  below  the  average  for  preceding  years.  Only  one  case 
was  designated  as  influenzal  in  type.  It  may  be  noted  that  the  deaths 
ascribed  to  pneumonia  very  greatly  exceeded  the  number  of  notifications; 
these  figures  arc  not  related,  as  only  certain  types  of  pneumonia  are 
officially  notifiable.  The  mortality  among  the  notified  cases  was,  in 
fact,  extremely  low. 

Bacilliary  dysentery  was  by  far  the  most  prevalent  of  the  notifiable 
infectious  diseases.  All  the  cases  occurred  in  the  Lingfield  area,  with 
peaks  of  maximum  incidence  in  February  and  July,  and  included  eight  from 
the  Lingfield  Hospital  School  and  several  who  became  infected  in  an  outbreak 
at  a school  in  East  Grinstcad.  The  infection  was  of  the  mild  Sonne  type, 
in  most  cases  confirmed  as  such  by  laboratory  examination  of  specimens. 

In  eighteen  instances,  two  or  more  members  of  the  same  household  were 
affected,  the  secondary  cases  being  discovered  more  often  than  not  in  the 
course  of  routine  investigation  of  contacts.  The  available  evidence 
indicated  that  the  infection  was  generally  spread  by  personal  contact  and 
was  not  derived  from  a common  source,  such  as  water,  milk,  food  or  sewage 
appropriate  precautionary  measures  were  adopted  in 


contamination. 


relation  to  known  cases  and  infected  contacts,  with  special  attention  to 
those  employed  in  the  preparation  and  handling  of  food.  Fourteen  cases 
were  admitted  to  hospital  because  of  inadequate  facilities  for  home 
isolation. 

Following  two  years  of  complete  freedom  from  acute  poliomyelitis, 
one  case  was  notified  in  1962.  This  was  non-paralytic  and  due  to 
infection  with  virus  Typo  2.  It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  the  patient 

had  completed  a full  course  of  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  about 
six  months  before  the  onset  of  her  illness.  A suspected  case  admitted 
to  hospital  for  observation  was  not  confirmed. 

The  on^  reported  case  of  food  poisoning  was  of  moderate  severity  and 
due  to  infection  with  Salmonella  Typhimurium  (Phage  type  U.125),  probably 
derived  from  cream  pastry.  The  necessary  steps  were  taken  to  prevent 
further  infection  from  the  same  source.  Two  reported  carriers  of  food 
poisoning  organisms  were  kept  under  surveillance  until  laboratory  evidence 
had  established  their  freedom  from  infection. 

Five  cases  of  acute  gas tro -enteritis  and  four  of  meningitis  which 
were  believed  to  be  infective  in  origin  and  one  suspected  case  of  enteric 
fever  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  investigation.  Four  of  these  yielded 
laboratory  evidence  of  bacterial  or  viral  infection. 

Reference  might  again  be  made  to  the  assistance  given  to  medical 
practitioners  by  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in  connection 
with  the  collection  of  specimens  from  suspected  cases  of  infection  to 
ensure  their  speedy  submission  to  laboratory  examination.  Upwards  of 
700  specimens  were  collected  for  this  purpose  in  1962.  although  this 
work  is  time  consuming  and  inevitably  interferes  to  some  extent  with 
routine  duties,  it  is  undoubted! y of  very  groat  value  in  facilitating 
the  early  recognition  of  cases  of  infectious  illness  and  the  prompt 
application  of  appropriate  precautionary  measures. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Particulars  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  came  to  the  knowledge 

of  the  medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year  are  set  out  in  Table  V, 

together  with  an  analysis  of  the  deaths  in  the  area  from  the  disease  during 

< 

the  same  period. 

There  were  nine  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  in  1962,  as 
compared  with  ten  in  1961  and  an  annual  average  of  sixteen  in  the  preceding 
five  years.  The  case  rate  for  this  form  of  the  disease  was  0.22  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  resident  population  and  was  the  lowest  yet  experienced  in 
the  Rural  District.  The  distribution  of  the  new  cases  by  age  and  sex  did 
not  differ  significantly  from  the  usual  pattern.  There  was  only  one  new 
case  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis. 

The  two  deaths  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  were  of  very  elderly 
persons  and  represent  a mortality  rate  (adjusted)  of  0.043*  which  is  very 
much  below  the  average  for  the  Rural  District  and  compares  favourably  with 
the  corresponding  rate  of  0.059  for  the  country  as  a whole.  Ho  mortality 
was  ascribed  to  tuberculosis  of  other  organs. 

In  addition  to  the  new  cases  notified  for  the  first  time,  there  were 
reports  of  seven  previously  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  who  had  taken  up 
residence  in  the  district  after  being  notified  elsewhere. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  141  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in 
the  Rural  District,  including  123  (70  males  and  53  females)  in  which  the 
lungs  were  affected  and  18  (8  males  and  10  females)  with  tuberculosis  of 
other  organs.  The  total  number  represents  a reduction  of  44  on  the 
corresponding  figure  for  1961.  Sixty- three  cases  were  removed  from  the 
list  during  the  year:  3 on  death,  37  on  leaving  the  district,  21  on 
complete  recovery  from  the  disease  and  2 on  being  found,  after  full 
investigation,  to  be  non- tuberculous. 

No  special  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1952  (relating  to  persons  suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  employed  in  the  milk  trade) , nor  under 
Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  (relating  to  the  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis).

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A Mobile  X-ray  Unit  visits  a site  in  Godstone  once  a week,  primarily 
for  the  x-ray  examination  of  patients  referred  by  general  practitioners,  but 
members  of  the  general  public  may  also  attend,  without  appointment.  A total 
of  43  persons  (20  males  and  23  females)  were  thus  examined  in  1962,  in  addition 
to  604  persons  (356  males  and  246  females)  who  were  dealt  with  through  the 
normal  Mass  Radiography  Service;  none  of  these  had  x-ray  evidence  of 
"significant"  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  i.o.  requiring  treatment  or  close 
observation,  or  of  primary  cancer  of  the  lungs. 

The  South  East  Surrey  Care  Association,  which  works  in  close  association 
with  the  local  Chest  Clinics,  continued  its  activities  on  behalf  of  tuberculous 
persons  and  their  dependants.  Assistance  granted  during-  the  year  included  the 
supply  of  extra  nourishment,  fuel,  bedding,  clothing,  sick  room  requisites,  etc., 
and  payment  of  fares,  pocket  money  and  other  incidental  expenses  which  could 
not  be  met  from  official  sources. 

Non-no tifiablc  Infectious  Diseases 

Information  relating  to  the  prevalence  of  non-no tifiable  infectious  and 
contagious  diseases  is  inevitably  incomplete,  and  is  obtained  mainly  from  reports 
of  school  absentees,  the  periodic  statements  of  sickness  claims  submitted  to  the 
local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance  in  relation  to 
insured  ipersons  and  the  Registrar's  weekly  returns  of  deaths.  Cases  also  come  to 
notice  through  enquiries  by  employers  with  regard  to  quarantine  periods,  requests 
for  disinfection,  casual  communications  by  private  medical  practitioners  and 
applications  for  domestic  assistance  under  the  Home  Help  Scheme. 

i 

In  the  very  early  part  of  the  year  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of 
Pensions  and  National  Insurance  reported  that,  for  a short  period,  sickness 
benefit  claims  had  reached  epidemic  level,  mainly  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence 
of  influenza  and  respiratory  illness.  The  available  evidence  indicated  that  the 
cases  of  influenza  were  generally  mild  in  clinical  type  and  very  rarely  fatal. 

There'  were  also  reports  of  116  cases  of  German  measles,  mainly  in  the 
Smallficld,  Tatsfield  and  Pclbridge  areas,  and  of  81  cases  of  chicken-pox 
and  32  of  mumps,  which  were  fairly  idespread  in  distribution.  Five  cases  of 
infective  jaundice  and  one  of  glandular  fever  ’were  also  the  subject  of  detailed 
enquiry.  Circumscribed  and,  in  a few  instances,  recurrent  outbreaks  of 
moderately  severe  vomiting  were  reported  from  three  schools  in  the  Rural  District, 
and  were  believed  to  be  of  virus  causation.  Appropriate  precautionary  measures 
were  taken. 
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VACCINATION  aND  III NNISATION 


Vaccination  against  Small-pox 

Vaccination  against  small-pox  is  not  at  present  undertaken  at  the  County 
Council’ s Clinics  in  the  area.  Particulars  of  notifications  of  vaccinations 
performed  by  private  medical  practitioners  during  the  year  are  as  follows

The  numbers  of  primary  vaccinations  and,  more  markedly  of  re-vaccinations 
in  the  age  groups  specified  are  very  substantially  greater  than  usual;  this 
applies  also  to  persons  over  the  age  of  fifteen  years.  The  increase  in  the 
demand  for  protection  was  in  the  main  prompted  by  the  occurrence  of  outbreaks 
of  small-pox  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  though  a considerable  number  of  the 
re-vaccinations  '.7 ere  of  persons  who  required  valid  International  Certificates 
of  Vaccination  for  the  purpose  of  foreign  travel. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  of  the  tendency  on  the  part 
of  parents  to  postpone  the  vaccination  of  their  children  against  small-pox  until 
the  second  or  third  year.  This  is  no./  advocated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
the  grounds  that  any  hazard  associated  with  vaccination  would  appear  to  be  less 
at  the  age  of  one  year  than  below  it.  It  is  strongly  emphasised,  however,  tho.t 
routine  vaccination  in  early  childhood  should  continue  and  cannot  effectively  be 
replaced  by  outbreak  control  measures,  i.e.  the  isolation  of  cases  and  the 
vaccination  and  surveillance  of  contacts,  which  has  been  suggested  by  some 
medical  authorities. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

The  numbers  of  children  who  completed  a full  course  of  immunisation  during 

the  year,  either  at  the  County  Council’s  Clinics  or  under  private  arrangements,

In  addition,  reinforcing  doses  of  diphtheria  prophylactic  were  given  to 
180  persons,  most  of  whom  were  school  entrants  who  had  complete  a course  of 
immunisation  three  or  four  yeans  previously.

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Vaccination  against  '/hooping  Cough 


The  County  Council1  s scheme  is  aimed  at  the  vaccination  against 
whooping  cough  of  infants  under  the  age  of  six  months,  with  reinforcing 
doses  about  one  year  later.  The  numbers  of  children  ./ho  completed  a full 
course  of  immunisation  during  the  year,  either  at  the  County  Council' s 
Clinics  or  under  private  arrangements  ,••  are  as  follows: -

Reinforcing  injections  of  whooping  cough  vaccine  v; ere  given  to  104 
children  who  had  completed  a course  of  primary  immunisation  a year 
previously. 

As  in  the  case  of  diphtheria  immunisation,  the  numbers  vaccinated 
against  whooping  cough  were  somewhat  smaller  than  in  1961,  but  approximate 
to  the  average  for  preceding  years. 

Vaccination  against  Tetanus 

Vaccination  against  tetanus  is  available  to  children  whose  parents 
expressly  wish  them  to  be  so  protected.  It  is  the  present  practice  to 
advise  primary  immunisation  against  tetanus  before  the  age  of  six  months, 
with  reinforcing  doses  about  one  year  later  and  again  at  school  entry  and 
between  the  ages  of  eight  and  twelve  years.  Tetanus  vaccine  may  be  given 
separately,  but  is  usually  combined  ’with  the  agents  used  for  active  immunisation 
against  diphtheria.  a quadruple  vaccine  for  simultaneous  immunisation  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  has  recently  become 
available,  but  has  not  yet  been  officially  approved  for  general  use.

Immune  serum  is  available  through  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
the  total  or  partial  immunisation  of  susceptible  measles  contacts.  No 
request  for  scrum  was  received  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

There  was  no  extension  of  the  groups  eligible  for  vaccination  under 
the  County  Council' s arrangements,  which  include  persons  between  the  ages 
of  six  months  and  forty  years  and  those  who  arc  considered  to  be  exposed  to 

special  risk. 

A noteworthy  advance  was  the  introduction  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  of  an  oral  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis  ,/hich,  in  addition  to  being 
much  easier  to  administer,  has  outstanding  advantages  from  the  immunological 
point  of  view.  The  complete  course  consists  of  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine 
spaced  at  intervals  of  four  to  eight  weeks,  followed  by  a reinforcing  dose 
three  or  four  years  later.  The  numbers  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis 
by  their  own  doctors  or  at  the  County  Council' s Clinics  are  as  follows :-

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

The  County  Council' s arrangements  for  routine  B.C.G.  vaccination  against 
tuberculosis  extend  to  thirteen-year-old  pupils  at  County  Council  and  independent 
schools,  and  also  to  some  older  pupils  and  students  at  County  Colleges  and 
other  establishments  for  further  education.  Subject  to  the  consent  of  their 
parents,  persons  in  these  groups  arc  skin  tested  to  ascertain  if  they  have 
already  had  a primary  tuberculous  infection,  and  those  giving  a negative 
result  are  offered  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

The  results  of  testing  conducted  at  nine  senior  schools  in  the  Rural 
District  in  1962  are  briefly  summarised  as  follows :-

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In  addition  to  the  above,  41  eligible  pupils  who,  for  one  reason  or 
another,  had  failed  to  attend  on  previous  occasions,  were  skin  tested: 

38  were  negative  reactors  and  v/ere  successfully  vaccinated. 

The  foregoing  figures  arc  generally  in  accord  with  the  -findings  for 
previous  years  and  with  those  recorded  elsewhere  in  Surrey. 

While  the  primary  purpose  of  the  scheme  is  the  ascertainment  and 
vaccination  of  children  who  have  not  already  had  a primary  infection,  it 
is  the  usual  practice  to  arrange,  where  possible,  for  x-=ray  examination 
of  positive  reactors  to  exclude  the  possibility  of  active  infection.  No 
unfavourable  x-ray  findings  were  reported  during  the  year. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  conduct  a special  investigation  at  any  school 
or  college  in  the  Rural  District  in  1962  because  of  the' occurrence  of  an 
infectious  case  of  tuberculosis  amongst  pupils  or  teaching  staff. 

Protection  against  other  diseases 

Prophylactic  inoculation  against  other  infectious  diseases,  such 
as  cholera,  yellow  fever,  etc. , is  necessary  in  the  case  of  persons 
proposing  to  visit  foreign  countries  where  these  diseases  are  endemic, 
and  is  usually  undertaken  at  specified  centres. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


With  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Tatsfield,  which  obtains  its  water  from, 
the  metropolitan  Water  Board,  and  part  of  the  Parish  of  Titscy,  where  some  twenty- 
four  dwelling-houses  have  a filtered  and  piped  supply  from  a privately  owned  deep- 
bore  well,  the  'whole  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  by  the  East  Surrey  Water 
Company.  In  parts  of  the  Parish  of  Oxted,  the  Parish  of  Limpsfield  and  the 
parts  of  Tatsfield  supplied  by  the  Company,  the  water  is  derived  from  the  lower 
greensand,  and  elsewhere  from  deep  borings  in  the  chalk;  the  water  from  both 
sources  is  chlorinated  and  dc-chlorinated  before  distribution  to  consumers. 

The  supplies  from  the  public  water  mains  were  adequate  in  quantity  throughout 
the  year.  The  quality  of  the  water,  as  revealed  by  chemical  end  bacteriological 
examination  at  regular  intervals,  was  invariably  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination. 

Samples  of  the  'water  before  and  after  treatment  arc  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  under  private  arrangements  made  by  the  Water 
Companies  concerned.  In  addition,  samples  of  the  treated  water  are  examined 
chemically  and/or  bactcriologically  about  forty  times  a year,  under  a rota  system 
arranged  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  districts  supplied  by  the  East 
Surrey  Jatcr  Company. 

The  numbers  of  samples  taken  within  the  Rural  District  during  the  year  were: 
18  from  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company,  6 from  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  supply 
and  6 from  the  private  well  on  the  Titsey  Estate;  all  were  reported  to  be  of 
satisfactory  chemical  and  bacterial  quality.  One  sample  taken  from  a private 
source  of  supply  was  also  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Supplies  from  rain-water  tanks  are  confined  to  out-lying  dwellings  in  the 
Parish  of  Tatsfield  and  not  infrequently  fail  completely  after  prolonged  periods 
of  dry  weather.  In  such  circumstances  additional  supplies  of  water  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes  can  be  obtained  from  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  on  payment 
of  the  transport  costs.  T;vo  householders  in  Tatsfield  requested  additional 
supplies  in  the  early  Spring,  in  addition  to  five  others  who  are  supplied 
quarterly  under  contract  arrangements. 

The  estimated  number  of  dwelling-houses  in  each  parish  supplied  from  the 

public  water  mains  (direct  to  houses  and  by  means  of  stand-pipe),  wells  and  rain- 
water tanks  are  set  out  in  Table  VI.  The  population  supplied  under  each  heading 
is  shown  in  brackets.  As  compared  with  1961  there  was  a reduction  of  9 Mi  “the

Apart  from  installations  serving  small  groups  of  dwellings,  there  are 
nine  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Rural  District  which  receive  sewage  for 
treatment  from  the  surrounding  areas.  Other  dwellings  rely  on  cesspool  or 
septic-tank/filter-bed  systems  of  drainage  disposal. 

The  public  sewers  were  extended  in  several  parts  of  the  District  to 
allow  connection  thereto  of  261  Selling-houses , including  80  previously 
draining  to  cesspools. 

Construction  of  the  new  s ewer  and  sewage  disposal  works  at  Pelbridge 
to  provide  main  drainage  to  approximately  250  properties  in  that  area  was 
completed  in  Day,  and  work  on.  the  extension  of  the  public  sewer  to  Copthorne 
Bank  area  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.

DRAINAGE  AND  5K7ERAGE 

Apart  from  installations  serving  small  groups  of  dwellings,  there  are 
nine  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Rural  District  7/hich  receive  sewage  for 
treatment  from  the  surrounding  areas.  Other  dwellings  rely  on  cesspool  or 
septic-tank/filter-bed  systems  of  drainage  disposal. 

The  public  sewers  were  extended  in  several  parts  of  the  District  to 
allow  connection  thereto  of  261  dwelling-houses,  including  80  previously 
draining  to  cesspools. 

Construction  of  the  new  sewer  and  sewage  disposal  works  at  Pelbridge 
to  provide  main  drainage  to  approximately  250  properties  in  that  area  was 
completed  in  Lay,  and  work  on  the  extension  of  the  public  sewer  to  Copthorne 
Bank  area  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.

In  each  case  the  premises  were  all  private  houses  and  on  inspection 
were  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory  and  no  action  was  necessary  under 
the  Factories  Act. 


FIRE  _ ^ECAIPHONS  (SECTION  54) 

The  administration  of  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  adequate 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  is  under  the  control  of  the  County 
Fire  Services. 

Any  contraventions  of  these  requirements  observed  during  visits 
to  factory  premises  for  other  purposes  are  immediately  referred  to 
the  Divisional  Fire  Officer. 

REFUSE  CO  LLECHONS . 


The  quantity  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to 
approximately  55,000  cubic  yards  or  nearly  16,500  tons  per  annum.  The 
disposal  of  such  bulky  material  is  something  of  a problem  and  the 
mechanical  shovel  at  present  in  use  is  now  fast  becoming  inadequate 
both  in  performance  and  capacity  of  bucket.  It  vkLll  be  essential  to 
replace  this  machine  with  either  a fully  tracked  vehicle  or  a la^E \~ 
capacity  wheeled  vehicle  of  sufficient  capacity  to  deal  efficiently 
with  the  refuse,  the  composition  of  household  refuse  is  very  largely 
made  up  of  combustible  material  together  with  some  vegetable  and 
organic  waste,  tins  and  bottles.  Ash  which  originally  formed  the 
greater  part  of  the  normal  bin  contents  is  now  almost  non  existent. 

Undoubtedly  the  present  trend  has  been  brought  about  by  the  use 
of  oil  fired,  gas  and  electric  heating.  The  extensive  pre-wrapping 
of  food  products  accounts  in  large  measure  for  the  increase  in  paper, 
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cardboard,  etc.  Negotiations  for  the  purchase  by  the  Council  of  a 
new  tipping  site  .at  Outwood  Rosd,  Bletchingley  were  completed 
during  the  year.  A new  access  road  -was  constructed  and  the  tip  can 
be  brought  into'  operation  at  short  notice.  Our  present  tip  is  almost 
exhausted  but  much  remains  to  be  done  in  levelling  ana  generally 
tidying  up,  and  this. can  only  be  accomplished  when  a suitable  machine 
is  available. 

The  importance  of  proper  consolidation  and  covering  of  deposited 
refuse  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised.  Not  only  is  this  important 
on  hygienic  grounds  but  also  the  increased  tipping  capacity  made 
available  with  proper  control  is  quite  considerable  and  tipping  space 
is  now  a very  valuable  asset.  The  future  trend  is  to  replace  the  small 
10  cubic  yard  capacity  side  loading  vehicles  -with  ties  24  yard  type 
Paxit  rear  loading  compressor  type  lorries.  Three  are  already  in 
operation  and  arc  proving  satisfactory  and,  enable  better  use  of 
available  manpower  by  their  larger  capacity  reducing  the  journeys  to 
and  from  the  tip  for  discharge  of  contents. 

During  the  year  we  experienced  several  tip  fires  due  to  deliberate 
action  by  unauthorised  persons  and  also  in  one  case  to  the  tipping  of 
hot  clinkers  concealed  in  the  normal  refuse.  The  procedure  found  to 
be  most  effective  in  dealing  with  fires  of  this  nature  is  to  seal  the 
tip  face  and  to  keep  covering  as  required  until,  through  lack  of 
oxygen,  the  fire  subsides. 

Weather  conditions  at  t imes  made  things  very  difficult  both  for 
the  collectors  and  also  f or  the  proper  running  of  the  tip.  Illness  and 
shortage  of  labour  early  in  the  year  also  gave  rise  to  disruption  of 
normal  schedules. 

Up  to  May  some  24  tons  of  baled,  paper  had  been  sent  to  the  paper 
mills.  This  has  now  been  discontinued  through  lack  of  demand  by  the 
Paper  Mills .

PET  SHOPS  ACT.  1951 . 

Two  premises  only  come  within  the  meaning  of  the  above  Act  and 
in  both  oases  the  sale  of  budgerigars  suMjlifcfc  to  owners  requirements 
is  the  main  business  involved.  In  both  cases  the  premises  were  run 
in  a satisfactory  manner  and  no  official  action  was  necessary. 

FIIEG-UaZDS  ACT.  1952 . 

Very  little  official  action  was  called  for  during  the  year.  The 
type  of  apparatus  exhibited  for  sale  was  without  exception  in 
conformity  with  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  Fireguards  Act.  The 
British  Standards  familiar  stamp  is  a safeguard  to  insist  upon  when 
purchasing  any  type  of  portable  fire. 


PETROLEUM  REGULATIONS  ACTS  1928/56 


The  supervision  of  new  installations  and  the  inspection  and 
examination  of  existing  storage  tanks  entailed  quite  a considerable 

amount  of  work. 

The  carrying  out  of  seepage  tests  to  installations  of  20  years 
cf  age  or  more  was  continued  and  most  have  now  been  examined.  nil 
of  these  will  have  to  be  re-tested  at  five  yearly  intervals,  reducing 
to  annual  inspections  in  due  course.  This  work  is  very  important,  it 
is  not  generally  appreciated  the  dangers  chat  can  arise  where 
installations  are  badly  maintained  and  where  careless  operation  goes 
unchecked. 

There  is  also  a very  mistaken  idea  that  an  empty  storage  tank  is 
less  dangerous  then  a full  one.  Nothing  could  be  further  from  the 
truth  - the  admixture  of  air  and  petroleum  vapour  produces  a high  risk 
of  explosion. 

Under  the  Public  health  ^.ct,  1961  local  authorities  can  now  call 
upon  owners  to  render  disused  tanks  safe. 


CESSPOOL  CLEAMSIRG.- 


The  number  of  cesspool  emptyings  and  loads  removed  again  showed! '.e 
an  increase  over  the  numbers  dealt  with  last  year.  The  total  number 
of  emptyings  amounted  to  4,312  involving  the  disposal  of  6,516  loads 
with  a total  gallonage  of  4,887,000. 

The  cesspool  contents  were  almost  entirely  taken  to  Lingfield 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  disposal.  This  involved  very  considerable 
road  mileage  and  is  one  of  the  main  reasons  for  the  comparatively  high 
cost  involved. 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  heavy  demands  made  for  this  service  the 
services  of  a Contractor  had  to  be  engaged  more  or  less  on  a whole  time 
basis.  Felbridge  Sewage  Disposal  YiTorlcs  became  operative  in  May 
and  a limited  amount  of  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  is  now  possible  at 
these  Works,  but  not  yet  in  sufficient  quantities  to  be-  really  effective 
in  reducing  transport  costs.  The  operation  of  a third  cesspool  vehicle 
by  the  Council  should  enable  a reduction  to  be  made  in  hiring  costs. 


MORTUARY. 

The  mortuary  was  closed  from  the  12th  March  until  31st  July  to  enable 
extensive  alterations  and  improvements  to  be  undertaken. 

It  "was  re-opened  in  August  and  is  now  equipped  with  two  post 
mortem  tables,  refrigerated  storage,  etc.  This  enables  the  visiting 
pathologist  to  work  under  greatly  improved  conditions. 

The  building  is  much  easier  to  keep  clean  and  presents  a better 
appearance  to  relatives  and  others  who  may  have  to  visit  the  premises. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  bodies  admitted  amount  to  66,  of  which 
32  came  from  Caterham  area  and  34  from  the  God  stone  Rural  District.

INSPECTION  i-ffS  _ SUPERVISION  OP  POOD  AN D FOOD  I5EMISBS. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

All  dairy  herds  within  the  Goo  stone  Rural  District  are  tuberculin 
tested  and  all  milk  is  therefore  produced  under  the  designation  T.T. 

There  are  four  dairy  premises  registered  within  the  district,  two  of  which 
were  licenced  pasteurising  establishments.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
however,  one  owner  decided  to  buy  milk  already  pasteurised  and  the  Surrey 
County  Council  therefore  withdrew  the  licence  in  this  case.  Regular 
sampling  of  all  milks  is  undertaken  and  these  are  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Brighten.  Very  few"  samples  faileo  the  methylene 
blue  test  or  the  phosphatase  test,  and  there  were  no  samples  found  to  be 


tubercle  bacilli  positive.  All  sample  failures  are  investigated  at  once 
and  in  each  case  it  was  found  that  the  probable  reason  for  the  Methylene 
Blue  test  failures  was  due  to  unsatisfactory  sterilisation  of  the  bottle 


before  filling. 


In  the  case  of  Phosphatase  test  failure , this  'was  due  to  faulty 
thermometer  readings  giving  unreliable  record  of  temperature  range  to 
which  the  milk  had  been  subjected.

All  pathological  specimens,  samples  of  milk,  water  and  food  are  sent  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Brighton.  The  laboratory  is  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  Dr.  Jameson.  .7e  have  had  the  benefit  of  his 
help  and  advice  ana  that  of  his  laboratory  staff,  for  some  years  .ow,  and 
it  is  of  particular  value  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning. 

This  laboratory  is  designee  to  serve  local  authorities  in  the  Sussex 
area  and  we  are  most  fortunate  in  being  able  to  send  our  specimens  to  them. 
The  train  service  to  Brighton  enables  specimens  to  be  received  at  the 
laboratory  on  day  of  despatch  and  in  the  case  of  urgent  pathological 
specimens  these  can  quickly  be  taken  by  road  if  necessary. 

SHOPS  ACT . .1934 and  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1955. 

During  the  year  50  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises.  Visits  to 
food  premises  for  the  purpose  of  food  inspections  amounted  to  31.  Most  shop 
keepers  are  very  co-operative  and  it  is  usually  only  necessary  to  verbally 
point  out  any  matter  requiring  attention.  Steps  have  been  taken  to 


try  and  reduce  the  amount  of  greengrocery  on  outside  displays  to  a minimum 
but  it  is  difficult  to  enforce  this  where  certain  foodstuffs  are  concerned, 
i.e.  oranges,  potatoes,  cabbage  and  otk.r  similar  fruit  and  vegetables  - 
particularly  where  they  are  not  likely  to  suffer  any  gross  contamination.  One 
greengrocer  was  persuaded  to  glass  in  the  shop  front  end  this  is  certainly  a 
big  improvement.

ICE  CREAM. 

N<">  icc  cream  samples  v/ere-  submitted  for  examination  during  the  year. 
Without  exception  all  the  well . known  manufacturers  are  subjected  to 
regular  sampling  at  the  factory  and  it  would  be  an  expensive  duplication 
to  make  routine  samples  on  delivery.  Ary  complaints  are,  of  course, 
investigated  and  if  necessary  a sample  would  be  ta  en  and  submitted  for 
examination. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 


Five  private  slaughterhouses  were  re-lioensed  for  a further  twelve 
months'  ending  on  31st  December  19S2.  All  five  owners  were  making 
arrangements  to  submit  their  proposals  for  complying  with  the  new  Slaughter- 
house Hygiene  Regulations  before  the  appointed,  day  which  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  have  agreed  should  be  1st  January,  1963, 

About  mid  year  it  was  obvious  that  three  owners  were  going  ahead 
with  their  plans  but  two  were  very  doubtful.  By  November  the  position  was 
finalised  and  three  only  eventually  completed  their  proposals  and  will 
continue  with  slaughtering  in-  the  New  Year.  This  will  not  mean  any  reduction 
in  the  amount  of  meat  inspection  to  be  done  - quite  ’the  contrary  in  fact. 

The  new  premises  have  been  equipped  at  some  considerable  cost  and  the 
owners  will  naturally  try  and  use  them  to  capacity.' 

Unfortunately  the  employment  of  part  time  slaughtermen  in  the 
slaughterhouses  means  that  the  main  bulk  of  the  meat  inspection  has  to  be 
undertaken  in  the  evenings  and  at  weekends.  The  loyal  services  given  by 
-ir.  P.F,  West,  Deputy  Public  health  Inspector,  in  this  respect  are  noteworthy. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  slaughterhouse  has  shown  a 
dramatic  drop  over  the  last  few  years,  but  parasitic  conditions  have 
increased" particularly  cysticerous  bovis  in  cattle. 

The  number  of  visits  to  slaughterhouses  for  purposes  of  meat 
inspection  amounted  to  662,  and  3,579  carcases  were  inspected.  It  should 
be  noted  that  lOCf/o  meat  inspection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

All  diseased  meat  is  heavily  disinfected  and  where  condemnation  is 
for  pathological  change  rather  than  disease  the  meat  is  released  after 
staining  for  animal  feeding  or  to  fat  merchants.  The  butchers  were  again 
very  co-operative  and  tried,  as  far  as  possible,  to  concentrate  the  hours 
of  slaughter. 

Applications  for  the  renewal  of  licences  to  slaughter  were  issued  in 

10  cases. 

One  licensed  knackers  yard  is  in  operation  and  this  was  run  quite 
satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.

TEE  PREVENTION  OF  DnHAGE  BY  RESTS  ACT  1949 

The  work  carried  out  by  our  Rodent  Operator  during  the  year  1962 
is  shown  in  detailed  form  in  the  annual  return  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  & Food  (peot  Control  Division). 

The  numbers  of  rat  and  mice  infestations  show  a slight  increase 
over  the  previous  years  figures.  Major  infestations  remain,  however, 
at  a satisfactorily  low  level. 

To  achieve  a proper  level  cf  control  over  the  rodent  population 
of  the  district  constant  vigilance  is  required,  particularly  where 
special  conditions  combine  to  produce  a suitable  habitat  for  the  rat. 
Refuse  tips,  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  Piggeries  and  the  like  offer  great 
attractions  to  vermin.  ~»7here  possible  regular  inspections  of  such 
sites  are  made  and  any  evidence  of  infestation  is  dealt  with  immediately. 

All  sewers  were  tested  during  the  year  and  no  evidence  of  serious 
infestation  was  found. 

Convalescent  Homes  and  other  similar  types  of  premises  are  visited 
regularly  and  in  the  case  of  Surrey  Comity  Comic il  owned  buildings  we 
have  an  arrangement  whereby  treatment  for  rat,  mice  or  fly  infestations 
is  carried  out  at  an  agreed  cost.  Schools  and  School  Canteens  are  also 
dealt  with  in  a similar  manner. 

ThO  destruction  of  wasp  nests  and  wild  bee  swarms  was  also  under- 
taken whjere,  for  various  reasons,  the  householder  was  unable  to  cope 
with  the  work.  A small  charge  is  made  of  10/6d.  per  nest  or  swarm.
